STRANGE STORY OF HER LIFE. 


AN EDUCATED WOMAN OF SOUTH- 
ERN ILLINOIS. 

Long Called ‘‘a Police Character,” She 
Has Determined to Fight the Au- 
thorities From a New 
Standpoint. 


A sult was filed Wednesday afternoon in 
the Circuit Court for $10,000 against Nic 
Karr, the suverintendent of the Work- 
house. Tne suit is based on the illegal 
holding of a prisoner. 

The plaintiff in the suit Is Mary Duff, and 
the suit was filed by her attorney, Daisy 
D. Barbee. This case is a sequel to the 
habeas corpus proceedings of a few weeks 
'@go, when, on Miss Barbee’s motion, Judge 
| Taity of the Criminal Division of the Cir- 
cult Court granted a writ ordering the 
women’s release. 

Mary Duff had been sent to the Work- 
houe on a fine of $100, carrying with it a 
six-months term in the Workhouse. Her 
imprisonment began June 8&8, 1898, and ‘she 
should have been given her freedom last 
December. Superintendent Karr declined to 
open the doors for her at the expiration of 
her sentence. He held that as ehe had re- 
fused to work her fine had not been paid. 
BPven when Miss Barbes demanded her 
clinent’s release he refused and said that 
he would keep Mary Duff in prison the re- 
mainder of her life, unless she chose to 
work. When Judge Talty passed on the 
habeas corpue case and ordered her re- 
lease Mr. Karr changed his mind. 

‘ Mary Duff in the role of a plaintiff is a 
new experience for her. For more than 
% years she has had cases in. the court 
with great regularity, but she always ap- 
peared as a defendant and the police and 
Workhouse officials had more than a pass- 
ing acquaintance with her. Mary Duff has 
been convicted many times of disturbances 
of the peace, but no charge of theft or 
other serious offense was sustained against 
her: Prtned 

The police say she possesses anarchistic 
tentiencies, and though she {ts a frail, deli- 
cate woman she will fight the bizgest po- 
liceman on the force to defend what she 
Delieves to be her rights. It was reported 
that during Mary’s last imprisonment she 
was kept in the “black cell’ so long that 
her mind was affected and that her eye-| 
eight was impaired: An occulist is treating 
her eyes, but her intellect is as bright as 
ever. 

Because Mary Duff’s hand has been 
against the laws for nearly a quarter of a 
century it does not follow that she is 
rough. She is gentle in manner and speech 
and in conversatfon she displays a knowl- 
edge that one would not expect from one 
who has been long called a ‘“‘police char- 
acter.”’ 

Mary Duff is slight of stature and rather 
thin. Her face is pale and the whiteness 
is doubtless enhanced by the months she 
passed in the “black cell.”” She has medium- 
eized gray eyes that look honestly and in- 
telligently at one through a pair of large- 
: med, steel spectacles. Her hair is jet 
black and parted in the middle, is brushed

erary ability. One of her brothers stood in 
the top ranks of Illinois jurists not many 
ears ago, and when he died all Southern 
llinols henored Judge Duff. 
Mary Duff was born 48 
Franklin County, Ill. She was graduated 
from. Ewing College. Her father was a 
farmer and owned one of the largest and 
most profitable farms in Southern IIlinois. 
Mary yet retains her interest in a farm of 
480 acres left by him.

COLSBURG NEARLY DESTROYED 
BY A NIGHT TORNADO. “

THREE ARE KNOWN TO BE DEAD. 


The Storm Covered a Large Area and 
Many Northern Towns Report 
Severe Damage. 


MANCHBSTDR, Io., May 17.~Three per- 
sons were killed and four are known to 
have been seriously injured by a tornado, 
which struck last night near Colesburg, 


20 miles northeast of this city.

It is not yet known whether anyone was 
killed outside of Colesburg. Wire commu- 
nication wes cut off and only meagre de- 
tails are obtainable. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 17.—A cyclone, north- 
west of Colesburg, Io., last night destroyed 
the Kennedy Schoolhouse, the farm houses 
of Messrs. Wilsey, Krimple, Shepherd, 
Cole and Page. A renter on the Cole place 
was killed. Walter Shepherd and child are 
reported to be among the killed and others 
of the family injured. Henry Merson, 
Jerome Jacobs and George Lang were driv- 
ing from Elkport when caught in the 
storm. Jacobs and Lang were killed anv 
Merson badly injured. 


EARTH SHOOK IN NEW ENGLAND 


Dishes and Crockery Were Broken, 
Lamps Thrown From Tables 
and Chimneys Cracked. 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 17.—An earth- 
quake shock was felt in this city about 8:15 
o’clock last evening. There was a rumbling 
sound that lasted a few seconds and many 
pereons supposed there had been an ex- 
plosion. 

The disturbance was distinctly felt and 
reported from Saybrook, Middletown, East 
Hampton, New Britain, Cobalt, Colchester, 
Cromwell, Moodus, Hartford and several of 
the smaller places along the river. At Mid- 
dletown the city was startled by what 
was belleved to be a terrific exlosion. 
Crockery and bric-a-brac were thrown from 


the shelves in many residences. At Moodus, 
when the seismic phenomenon was pro- 
nounced, a long, low rumbiing was heard 
distinctly after the loud explosive sound. 
At Savbrook lampe are reported «to have 
swayed on the tables and shelves and fallen 
to the floor. 


LYNCHED MAN'S HEIRS MAY SUE 


Federal Court Says a Sheriff Is as Re- 
sponsible for Life as He Is 
for Goods. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 17.—Judge 
Baker of the United States District Court 
has rendered a decision in which he holds 
that the heirs of Marion Tyler, who was 
lynched at Scottsburg several months ago 
had a right of action for damages against 


the Sheriff of the county and his bonds- 
men. 
The decision was rendered on a motion 
to overrule a demurrer to the complaint. 
James F. Gobin, the Sheriff, and his bonds- 
men were required to answer the complaint 
within 10 days. The case, which is for 
$25,000 damages, Is expected to come to trial 
in about a month. In holding that a Sheriff 
is résponsibie for the prisoners in his care 
the court said in part: 
“If the law imposes a duty of care in 
respect to animals and goods which he has 
takem into his yng by virtue of his 
office why should not the law impose the 
duty of care upon him in respect to human 
beings who are in his custody b 
his office?

Accidental Display at “Fire- 
works Station.” 


ONE BUILDING DESTROYED. 


SKY ROCKETS AND BOMBS FILLED 
THE ATR. 


Premature Exhibition of Pyrotechnics 
in Process of Manufacture 
for the Fourth of July 
and Dewey. 


A daylight fireworks display which was 
almost as brilliant as if it had taken place 
at night, was provided for the people of 
Fireworks Station eWdnesday morning. It 
was not intended asa display. It just hap- 
pened. 

Three miles out of East St. Louis in the 
American bottom is Fireworks Station. It 
is not so named because of the anti-absti- 
nence proclivities of the inhabitants. It de- 
rives its name from the fireworks factory 
which with half a dozen dwellings consti- 
tute the village. 

The factory, instead of occupying one 
large building, consists of about 2% small 
Structures ranged along each side of a wide 
street at considerable distance apart. The 


arrangement is designed to prevent the 
whole ‘‘shooting match” going off at the 
same time in,the event of fire, which oc- 
curs frequently. 4 
About 8 o'clock Wednesday morning fire 
broke out in one of the small buildings, 
in which a large quantity of sky rockets, 
roman candles, aerial bombs, ‘nigger 
chasers’’ and other patriotic devices had 
been stored for Fourth of July purposes. 
When a fireworks cottage goes to burn- 
ing, long experience has taught the em- 
ployes and residents to just leave it alone 
and stand from under. To fight it is like 
charging a band of Filipinos in a jungle. 
One who goes within range is liable to 
comme back with a skyrocket stuck through 
his stomach or roman candle balls where 
his eyes ought to be. 
So when the alarm was given Wednesday 
morning the people got out in the open and 
watched the fun. -It began without delay. 
A few desultory pops on the inside of the 
building were followed by a muffled roar 
as a lot of bombs let go in a bumch. 
Flames mirst through the roof and the 
performance was on. A great rocket soared 
aloft, curved gracefully and exploded like 
a shell from the Nashville. As though it 
had beén a signal fur the firing All along 
the line, a shower of candles and rockets 
filled the air. That was only a good be- 
ginning. As the fire spread the discharge 
of the Fourth of July anftmunition became 
incessant. Red fire gave a lurid hue to the 
display..It was as though a million demons 
were on a wild West jamoburee. Presently 
some of them seemed to get the range of 
the group of watchers and a volley was 
sent in their direction, which made them 
scurry to places of greater safety. 
An attempt to prolong the show was then 
made by bombarding some of the other 
cottages, but they are built to withstand 
such attacks and no harm was done. 
When all the long range ammunition had 
been expended the employes came nearer 
and watched the flery snakes and other 
grewsome inventions writhing in the ashes. 
On account of the darkness of the morn- 
ing the display was almost as effective as 
though it had occurred at night. 
As far as could be learned nobody was 
hurt. Spontaneous combustion is assigned 
as the cause.

t is remarkable that the woman was not 
crushed to death. Her bones are dried with 
age and should be brittle almost as glass. 
She weighs less than 6 pounds. 

Mrs, Belven remained fa bed Wednesday. 
She had not lost consciousness at any time. 
At noon she said there was a slight feeling 
of soreness in her back and she com- 
plained of the annoyance of a cough with 
which she has been suffering some time. 

Mrs. Belven lives with a married daughter, 
Mrs. August Schiele. The latter fully ex- 
pected to find her mother dead and mangled 
when a neighbor roused her about 3 o'clock 
and told her excitedly that the “grandma,” 
as Mrs. Belven is known in the tenement 
yard, had fallen out of the window. Mrs. 
Schiele is now only anxious about her 
mother’s cough. 


JULES §=DE ~=—LISLE ~—DEAD. 


Life-long Resident of St. Louis Passes 
Away in a Dallas, Tex., 
Sanitarium. 


‘A special telegram to the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday morning from. Dallas, Tex., 
conveyed the information that Jules M. de 
Lisle of this city died at St. Paul's Sanita- 
rium in Dallas Monday evening. 

Mr. De Lisle was 67 years old and a life- 
long resident of St. Louis. 

His death was pnexpected. He left St. 
Louis last Saturday morning with his sis- 
ter, Mrs. George H,. Lanham, expecting to 
pass the summer at Mrs. Lanham’'s home 
in Laredo, Tex. 

Monday morning Mr. De Lisle’s relatives 
here were intormed by wire that he had 
been taken suddenly ill and had stopped in 
Dallas. Later his brother, Leon, with wnom 
he lived, at 1819 Biddle street, was informed 
by wire of his death. 

The relatives do not know the nature of 
the malady that caused Mr. De Lisle’s de- 
mise. 

“He had been in feeble health geveral 
months,’’ said his brother, Leon, “but we 
are at a loss to know the cause of his 
death. Monday, when we received the first 
message from Mrs. Lanham, we feared 
he was the victim of an accident.”’ 

The deceased was for 13 years cashier in 
the Watter Rates office and for several 
years was identified with the St. Louis Gag 
Co. He was a cousin of the late Soc New- 
man, president of that corporation. 

He was one of the original members of 
the old Volunteer Fire Department and 
will be remembered by many of the older 
residents of the city.

GREENVILLE, Mo (By Messenger to 
Williamsville), May 17.—Hiram N. riouedxy 
was buried at Williamsville yesterday, Dut 
Greenville has not returned to work. The 
sawmills are still idle. The people still 
find no better occupation than discussing 
the tragedy. The dingy little courthouse, 
which Holladay tried to have veplaced | 
with a more commodious structure, ts ! 
crowded to discomfort with Greenville folk 
and the overflow of people stand about in 
the grassy courtyard or across the way in 
two beer saloons. The tension on the 
nerves of these people is very strong. 
Johnson, the slayer of Holladay, is to 
have his preliminary hearing to-day, and 
the community has not yet decided wheth- 
er to forgive and applaud Johnson or con- 
demn and punish him, and the discussions 
going on in the courtroom, in the court- 
yard and in the beer saloons across the way 
are going to determine his fate. 

This does not mean mob law, of the kind 
they have down South. It means mob law 
will decide Johnson’s fate in a law-abiding 
manner. Whatever the people of Greenville 
decide shall be done in the case will be 
done. Every juror that comes to pass upon 
the killing will act as popular will dictates. 
That is why Johr.son listens intently when 
pedestrians pass under the window of his 
cell and’ pays no attention to the groups 
that occasionally form across the street 
from the jail. He wants to hear what the 
people say and anticipate the popular ver- 


dict. 
There are two opinions in the town—both 


positive. One is that Johnson should suf- 
fer for wilful murder; the other that he 


should be released. Johnson’s statement 
that he long ago suspected and warned his 
wife makes a goood many people believe 
that his crime was actuated by revenge, 
that {t was premeditated murder. People 
unused to the ways of the busy world are 
also loath to believe that a puulic benefac- 
tor like Mr. Holladay, who worked harder 
than any body else and went tv ehurch 
oftener, would do what Johnson charges 
against him. The people who want to let 
the law take its course (which means the 
gibbet) say Johnson had murder in his 
heart from the first time he suspected his 
wife and that other means were available 
then to repair whatever damage had been 
done. They do not believe he killed Holla- 
day in the heat of passion. 

Johnson's supporters argue loudly that 
unless a husband a! father is te protect 
his home against the power of wealth there 
will be no end to immorality and a reign of 
licentiousness. They aver that Johnsen 
was compelled to adopt seemingly sneak.ng 
methods in order to cope with the man who 
had wrecked his home. He was fighting 
the devil with fire, say Johnson's friends, 
when he Hed to his wife about going to 
St. Louls and lay in wait behind the wood 
pile to kill a man. 

Johneon is not satisfied with the outlook. 
He is neither fearful nor confident—just 
anxious. Johnson looks like the kind of 
man who would shoot at a human being as 
quickly as at a panther, providing there 
was provocation in his own mind. His eyes 
seem to say that, when he talks about the 
crime. There ia an uncomfortabie chill 
generated by the steady, penetrating gaze 
of Johnson's cold gray-blue eyes. They are 
not sharp or dull. They do not blink. The 
eyes simply look at you in a way that you 
remember and dislike. Johnson is 53 years 
old. He wears a long, drooping mustacne. 
It ja heavy and sandy in color. His hair 
is of the same hue. His face and hands

INCIDENTS OF THE CHANCE. 


DEMONSTRATIONS NOT AS GRAND 
AS SPANISH CUSTOM. 


Portc Rico’s Liberal Leader Tells Why 
His Party Condemns the Adminis- 
tration of the Late Military 
Governor. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, May 11.—The 
arrival on Monday of Brig.-Gen. Davis, the 
new Military Governor, was marked by the 
greatest simplicity. Porto Ricans and 
Spaniards alike regarded with astonishment 
the democratic conduct of Gen. Davis, 
which was in marked contrast to the bear- 
ing of the Spanish Governors General, 
when those haughty officials came a whole 
day was usually given up to demonstra- 
tions by military and civil bodies, all the 
guns of Morro and San Cristobe] boomed, 
and the water front was lined with bDril- 
Mantly”garbed troops and officials. 

In this instance there was not the least 
ostentation. Early risers heard the distant 
booming of a few guns at a Morro point 
as the transport McPherson entered the 
harbor, but very few were aware of what 


it signified. An aide of Maj.-Gen. Henry, 
the retiring Military Governor, boarded the 
vessel to present the compliments of his 
chief. After breakfast Gen. Davis, ac- 
companied by his aide, Lieut. Langhorn, 
made a landing from the gangway of the 
ship by m4 ing deftly over several bum 
boats that ocked the way and, entering 
the carriage of Gen. Henry, drove imme- 
diately to the palace where Gen. Davjs was 
g00n {nstalied in the Fortaleza. 

The new Governor begins his administra- 
tion with no special problem except what 
his instructions or policy may involve. Be- 
fore departing on the McPherson, Gen. 
‘Henry held frequent, conferences with his 
geuccessor regarding the affairs of the is- 
land. During the last two weeks Gen. 
Henry's staff had addressed itself to clear- 
ing up all old matters requiring the per- 
s nal attention of the retiring governor 
22d so well was this work done that there 
‘wes nothing of importance undisposed of 
when Gen, Davis undertook his new func- 
tions. 

Tuesday afternoon, the day after the 
arrival of Gen. Davis, Gen. Henry and his 
family embarked. The scene must have 
been a gratifying one to him. Brilliantly 
dressed from stem to stern in flying signal 
flags, the McPherson fairly shone in the 
,afternoon sun from the effect of white 
— and much scrubbing. <A thousand 

ischarged soldiers, shaved and dressed as 
if for inspection, made a solid front of 
blue along the sides of the big transport, 
from which flashed occasional sparks of 
the artilleryman’s scarlet and burnished 
buttons. Infantrymen in blue peopled the 
shrouds. All the military and civil officers 
were on the , *. To thousand school 
children, who had always been the special 
object of Gen. Henry's attention, were 
there also, dressed in white, carrying flow- 
ers and waving flags affectionately. A fine- 
looking body of men from the corps of in- 
Bular police, under Lieut. Techter, attracted 
many compliments. 

. The day before 4 public, demonstration 
“was héld in the theater’ where the inhab- 
itants of the city welcomed the new Gov- 
ernor and sped the old. On that occasion

TURNED UP TREASONABLE PLOT

KRUGER’S 


A Conspiracy, Said to Have for Its 
Object the Overturning of ths 
Little South African 
Republic. 


LONDON, May 17.—The Consul of the 
Transvaal here has received the following 
telegram from his Government, dated Pre- 
toria, May 16: 

“Richard Nicholls, describing himself as 
a Colonel; George Patterson, a Captain; Ed- 
ward J. Tromlett, Charles Ellis and John 
A. Mitchell, and Fries and Hooper were 
arrested yesterday morning on the sworn 
declaration of three Englishmen, on the 
charge of high treason in connection with 
the alleged object of the enrollment of the 
troops to create a revolution, seize Johan- 
nesburg fort and hold possession of the 
town until the British troops from Natal 
could come to their assistance. 

“One of the prisoners alleges that he was 
acting under instructions from the British 
War Department.”’ 


LONDON, May 17.—Shrewd President 
Kruger of the Transvaal played a strong 
card against the efforts of the British Gov. 
ernment to force redress of the Uitlanders’ 
grievances when he exposed a plot on the 
part of ex-British officers to overturn the 
Boer Republic. 

The men arrested for treason by the 
Transvaal police are: Capt. Patterson, for- 
merly of the Lancers; Col. R. F. Nicholl, 
Lieut. F. Tremlott, Lieut. C. A. Ellis, lately 
a private detective at Johannesburg; Lieut. 
John Allen Mitchell, formerly of the Horse 
Artillery; Quartermaster Mitchell, former 
Sergt. J. Fries, R. P. Hoper and Nichols. 
None of them has been in the employ of 
the British South African Chartered Co. 

It is said that the Commissioner of Police 
who had the affair in hand had been work- 
ing upon the case for four months, Mr. 
Beaty, the detective who effected the ar- 
rests, received his instructions last week, 
ane secured the necessary warrants yester- 

ay. 

The Executive Council of the Transvaal 
is eitting in secret, considering the arrests. 

It is asserted that the officers already 
arrested were also preparing to organize a 
corps in Natal, the British colony, between 
the Orange Free State and the Indian 
Ocean, to assist the projected movement at 
Johannesburg. 

The opinion in London is that the charge 
is trumped up and is designed to furnish 
additional justification to refuse the Uit- 
landers’ demands. 

In any event ft is believed it will force 
Mr. Chamberlain’s hand and may lead to 
grave events with the Transvaal. 

Cecil Rhodes and all the other big Afri- 
can financiers are disgusted with the de- 
velopments. They upset all their plans, es- 

ecially in view of the strong Vitlanders pe- 
ition. Rhodes disclaims all knowledge of 
the alleged rebellion. 

“I have not yet received any information 
on the subject of the arrest,’’ he said, 
‘This is the first I have heard of the mat- 
ter. If there wae a conspiracy in Johannes- 
burg, the South African League had noth- 
ing to do with it.’’ 

he foreigners in the Transvaal, called 
‘“Uitlanders’’ (outlanders), petitioned the 
British Government, which pretends to a 
sort of suzerainty over the republic, to re- 
dress certain grievances, among them the 
granting of a monopoly of the dynamite 
trade, and forcing them to pay exorbitant 
prices for dynamite used in mining. 

England had made this demand of Presi- 

dent Kruger, and on the heels of it comes 
the apposure of a treasonable plot on the 
part of Englishmen, as bold as that con- 
ceived by Dr. Jamison. 
The Boers assert that this conspiracy has 
been maturing for a number of months, and 
that the officers arrested had already man- 
aged to enlist over 2000 men for service 
when called for. 

If these statements are proved to be true 

it will have the effect of diminishing the 
bitterness which has been manifested here 
of late against President Kruger and the 
Transvaal Republic, for it will show that 
the Boers have serious ground for com- 
plaint. 
If he can not make good hie case, there 
ia no doubt the arrests will result in a war 
between the Boer Republic and the Eng- 
lsh.

MUCH BUSINESS IS AHEAD. 


FIRST CONTEST WILL BE FOR TUE 
NEW MODERATOR. 


Church Union, Heresy Charges, the 
Work of Eight Boards, Missionary 
Reports Are Chief Matters to 
Be Considered. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 17.—At 11 
o'clock to-morrow ‘the lllth annual assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States will begin its session in West- 
minster Church, in this city. 

About 650 commissioners will be in at- 
tendance from the 22 synods and the as- 
sembly will bring to 'the city some ®& for- 
eign missionaries, besides many persons in- 
terested in the eight auxiliary boards and 
other church organizations, including the 
seven women’s foreign missions boards.

LONDON, May 17.—Particulars regarding 
the death of the Parl of Strafford, who was 
run over and killed by the Cambridge ex- 
press last night at Potters Bar, Hertford- 
shire, while returning from Wrotham Park, 
his country seat, seem to show that he 


either fainted and fell in front of tho ex- 
press or was swept off the platform by the 
protection portion of the engine. 

The Earl and Countess had been residing 
at No. 8 St. James square for weeks past, 
the Earl being engaged in his duties in 
connection with the royal household. He 
acted as epecial equerry-in-waiting on 
Queen Victoria's return to Windsor, and 
went to his country seat yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of inspecting the ar- 
rangements made for the approaching visit 
of the Countess and himself to Wrotham 
Park. The Bar] returned to Potters Bar 
Station at 6 o’clock to catch the train 
bound for London.

Gomez Will Issue a Manifesto 
to Cubans. 


URGING ARMY TO DISBAND. 


SAYS THE $3,000,000 IS A CURSE 
TO HIM. 


Wishes He Had Never Heard or Seen 
the Money Sent to the Cubans 
by the United States 
Government.

HAVANA, May 117.—For the first ttme 
since the trouble over the distribution of 
the $3,000,000 to the Cuban army, or, at least, 
since the agitators have tried to down Gen. 
Gomez, he has spoken for publication. This 
time it was through Miss Frances Drake, 
who called on him at the Quinta de Los 
Molinos. 

Through his aide-de-camp, Col. Cespedes, 
who acted as interpreter, Gen. Gomez said: 

“I have desided to issue a manifesto to 
the people in three or four days. I have 
had several talks with Gen. Brooke. I 
mean right; he means right. I have a great 
many enemies, I know, but I will stand for 
the right of my people. 

“And now about that money -lying in the 
harbor on the govermment boat Burnaide, 
which is costing the United States mucn 
money to hold here, 

‘To be frank, I will tell you what that 
73,000,000 has done. First of all, it haa been 
a curse to me. Three is supposed to be a 
lucky number, because it stands for the 
Trinity—Father, Son and Holy Ghost. To 
me it is like a death knell. It is like the 
three nails on the cross of our Savior. 

“Every one of those millions means @ 
nail for me. It is the three nails that will 
crucify me. I wish I had never seen or 
heard of the money. It is very bad.” 

At Cerro a meeting of the agitators was 
held to discuss telegrams and letters from 
friends in Santiago. These messages bade 
all ‘“‘patriots’’ in Havana and the west end 
of the island to stand fast and not surren- 
der their arms to the Americans. 

Gen. Lacret presided at the meeting and 
among those in attendance were Sangulilly, 
Andrado, Vidal and Juan Gomes. 

Gomez's manifesto probably will direct 
the forces to disband. Col. Carlos Cespedes, 
who is engaged in the supervision of copy- 
ing the manifesto, declines to give any in- 
formation as to its contents further than 
to say that Gomez recounts his faithful 
labor for Cuba; asserts that he has no am- 
bition other than to free Cuba, and calls 
a all loyal Cubans to accept the money 
given by the United States and to return 
to work, in order to show by building up 
the country that they are citizens in the 
truest sense. 

The manifesto wil} also allude, according 
to Cespedes, to the ~ aig f regarding the 
surrender of the arms and will say that 
Gen. Gomez has arranged with Gov.-Gen. 
Brooke that the Mayors of the various 
cities shall be repositories for the same, 
The manifesto will call upon all Cubans to 
display real patriotism by laying down their

“Flag of insurgent Filipinos, captured at 
Fort Licilo | landing party from United 
States ships Boston and Petrel, command- 
ed by Lieut. A. P. Niblack, United States 
Navy, February 11, 1899."’ 

The flag is about 12 feet long and Tue/ 


ortginally a tricolor, red, white and blue 
being composed of a white triangle on tHe 
staff, with the broad uvper stripe of blue 
and lower of red. It will be sent to An- 
nepolia. 


MOUNTAINS OR THE SEA. 


The Insurgent Forces Seem to Be Com- 
pletely Demoralized. 
WASHINGTON; May 17.—That the insur- 
gents are disintegrated and demoralized is 
perfectly manifest. from the press dis- 


tches and the cable received from Gen. 

tis to-day. Gen. Lawton, who was push- 
ing the line of the rebel retreat along the 
Rio Grande, has flung his advance, which, 
at last advices, was resting at San Miguel, 
northward about 12 miles; had taken San 
Isidro, the second a capital, and 
when Gen. Otis’ dispatch was sent, was 
still pressing the enemy northward. 

The fact that he is sustaining few losses 
in his forward movement, although in an 
almost continua] contact with the enemy, 
is another proof of their utter demoraliza- 
tion. According to Gen. Otis’ cable, they 
still continue to throw up intrenchments, 
but Gen. Lawton’s strategy outflanke e 
position in turn, keeping them in full re- 
treat and giving them no opportunity to 
reconstruct their scattered forces. 

It will soon be the mountains or the sea 
for the insurgents. As our troops could De 
transported by sea to the mouth of the 
Agno and a new base of operations estab- 
lished there, it would be folly for them to 
take that course. Scattered, demoralized 
and disheartend, it is almost certain that 
the rebels in desperation will retreat into 
the fastnesses of North Luzon. 


NATIVES RETURNING. 


Homes Reoccupied and Farms Being 
Tilled. 

MANILA, May 17, 6:10 p. m.—Although 
the rebels still threaten San Fernando in 
considerable force, large numbers of ra- 
tives, a majority of them being families 
with their household goods, are returning 
daily to the towns inside the American 
lines, at — especially. 

Many of the richer Filipinos are coming 
to Manila and laborers are resuming werk 
in the rice fields. The latter show their 
respect for American soldiers by remov- 
ing their hats to the passing trains, 

Swing to the bad condition of the wagon 
roads, the work of repairing the railroad 
is being actively pushed. All the broken 
bridges have been trestlied, and only a few 
excavations remain to be filled up. Trains 
will be undoubtedly running through to 
San Fernando in a few days. The only na- 
tives there are some Filipinos from Maca- 
bebe, who are trading with our soldiers. 

At daylight to-day Lieut. Hill, who, with 
2% men of the Fourth Infantry, was con- 
cealed in the trenches near Pasig, was at- 
tacked by a force of rebels, who evidently 
imagined they could capture one of our 
outposts, because only a few shots had 
been fired by the American force. A few 
volleys put the enemy to filght, the rebels 
losing ive men killed and a number of 
wounded. 

The army gunboat Napingdan has re- 
turned here from the lake, having been 
disabled by a cannon ehot from a rebel 
position near Santa Crug, which broke her 
rudder post. 


CAPTURE OF SAN ISIDRO. 


On the American Side Only Two Sol- 
diers Were Wounded. 
MANILA, May 17, 6:55 p. m.—Col. Sum- 
mere’ command, consisting of the 224 In- 
fantry on the left, the Minnesota regiment 
in the center and the Oregon and North 


akota Regiments on the right, preceded 
- pov and accompanied by Scott's Bat- 
tery of artillery advanced from Baluarte at 
daylight. The troops first encountered the 
enemy two miles from San _ Isidro, the 
rebels retiring when our artillery opened 
fire. Just outside the town a rebel force, 
estimated to number men, was en- 
trenched. It made alight resistance and 

uitted its position when our troops turned 
its right flank. 

The enemy's loss was 15 men killed and 0 
wounded. Our troops also captu three 
prisoners and many rifles. On the American 
side, one soldier of the Oregon Regiment 
and one of the Minnesota Regiment were 
slightly wounded, 

After contaenne the town, Col. Sommers’ 
troops continu their advance, pursving 
the retreating rebels for eeveral miles.

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PUNITIVE TAXATION. 


Before the department store bill was sent to the Governor 
the Post-Dispatch warned the Legislature that the effort to 
discourage department stores by heavy taxation might have 
the effect of still further reducing, if not actually killing, re- 
tail comnpetition. 

If the measure applied to the whole State its effect would be 
the driving out of business of the general merchandise stores 
in the towns and villages—the only kind of stores that can 
exist in small communities and country districts. 

A law which would be vicious in the country is vicious in 
the city. If this law stands it will work a hardship 
on all department stores and will drive out of business the 
smaller stores which can not pay the tax. It will tend to 
the consolidation of the larger department stores in order to 
avoid the. heavy tax on each one. It will tend tto utterly de- 
stroy the competition now existing in the retail business of 
the cities, 

But the principle of the bill is vicious. Taxation is con- 
fiscation. It should be levied for revenue only and never for 
punitive purposes. It should be equalized as nearly as pos-

' punitive in their nature. 


‘sible. The excessive taxes imposed on department stores are 
It is a gross misuse of the taxing 
power and if the Legislature followed this principle in levy- 
ing taxes, it could destroy any business or industry in the 
State. The principle is essentially unjust and embodies a 
menace to every citizen. 

The courts will hardly find constitutional warrant for using 
the taxing power as an engine of oppression. 

Gov. Roosevelt has just sounded this warning: ‘‘The rich 
man who buys a privilege from a board of aldermen for a 
railway which he represents, the rich man who gets a priv- 


ilege through the Legislature by bribery and corruption for 
any corporation, is committing an offense against the com- 
munity which it is possible may some day have to be con- 
doned for in blood and destruction.’”’ There are other warn- 
ings of the same sort in the air, but the boodlers do not seem 
to realize the possibilities of their iniquitous work, 
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The German Army must be greatly demoralized if the of-

of usurers. Germany and every other European power ‘should 
aeaeee its army. .The blight of militarism is on all Europe 
and it is beginning to affect the United States.

St. Louis is arranging for a World’s Fair 
in 1993 to commemorate the 100th anniver- 
sary of the purchase by Thomas Jefferson 
of Napoleon of the Louisiana territory, and 
it promises to surpass in magnitude the 
Worki's Fair at Chicago. in 1398, or any 
previous world’s exposition. 

The citizens of St. Louis have practically 
subscribed $6,000,000 to the project. The 
Legislature of Missouri! has appropriated 
$1,000,000 for the State, or $200,000 more than 
Illinois appropriated for tthe Chicago 
World’s Fair, and has authorized the city 
of &t. ‘Louis to issue bonds in the. sum of 
$5,000,000 in aid of the enterprise, and Con- 
grees will be asked to appropriate another 
5,000,000, which seems to be assured, All 
thie money is to be advanced as a loan, 
and not a cent to be used until the entire 
amount is provided for. All the States of 
the original Louisiana purchase can be al- 
most certainly counted upon to make very 
liberal appropriations, as they are mani- 
festing already great interest in the ex- 
position. 

The St. Louis people are highly sanguine 
of the success that awaits their efforts. 
They claim that every State in the Union 
and every civilized country on the globe 
will be represented.

HORSES PILED UP IN A HEAP. 


The East St. Louis Horseman Has a 
Lively Experience While Driving 
Through Central Park, N. Y.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—John S. Bratton, 
horeeman and coach, of St. Louis is no 
small-sized hero to-day. He wrecked his 
coach on an L pillar, piled three prize-win- 
ning horses in a heap and gent the occu- 
pants of the coaoh on a whirl through the 
air—to save a wee tot’s life. He suc- 
ceeded. 

One of the unique features of yesterday's 


open air horse show was a contest be- 
tween four-in-hands for $200 in plate given 
by the Waldorf-Astoria. The start was to 
be from the big hotel and the yl! that 
made the best time and arrived in the 
— condition at Manhattan Field was to 
win. 

There were but two entries, Bratton’s 
$3000 four and Charles F. Bates’ prize- 
winning four. Mr. (Bratton had his team 
hitched to a heavy road brake, while Mr. 
Bates drove the regulation cumbersome 
coach. There were a number of men, 
friends of the contestants, on each vehicle. 
The teams were not supposed to race, but 
they went at a clipping pace even u 
crowded Fifth avenue to the park. Throug 
the latter they kept to the east drive and 
all the way the park regulations as to 
speed were ignored. (Mr. Bratton took the 
lead at the start and held it all through the 
park, while the mounted policemen yelled 
themselves hoarse trying to make the 
drivers slow down. Seven miles an hour 
is the speed limit in the park, but the rival 
coaches ‘hit it up close to an 18-mile gait. 

_ The coach entrance to the grounds is 
about 200 feet west of Eighth avenue, on 
One Hundred and Fifty-fifth street. 

There was a big crowd at the corner. Mr. 
Bratton was leading by a block and a half 
when he reached the last turn. Just as 
he was swinging the leaders around he 
saw a little boy standing directly in his 
path. There were only two things to do— 
run down the little boy or wreck the out- 
fit and take the chances of all hands on the 
brake coming out of the wreck alive. 

Mr. Bratton only had a fraction of a sec- 
ond to think. He turned the four into the 
“L”’ pillar. Fortunately, the near leader 
slipped and fell, dragging the other horse 
with him. 

The two wheelers were hurled on top of 
the fallen leaders and then tilted sidewise, 
all but going over. The little boy was oaee, 
but Mr. Bratton’s rig was in a bad sha 
The horse that first fell was bleeding ba “ 
and it was feared at first it would have is 
be killed. 

While Mr. Bratton and his friends in the 
coach—Guy Ward, Irvine Taylor and David 
N. Neuberger—were pe themselves to- 
gether after the shock, Fatty Bates and his 
ceach full of friends shot past, and the 
next instant entered the grounds, where he 

was declared the winner. 

In the fox chase, Mr. Bratton, who weighs 
230 pounds, was one of the riders and got 
the blue ribbon for his marvelous nerve in 
taking the jumps in fying fashion. 

John 8. Bratton of East St. Louls cap- 
tured five prizes at the New York Horse 
Show Tuesday. He won with Wilber, in 
the 2:12% trotting class; Saxton, in the 
high-stepping class; Euchre, best thor- 
oughbred hunter; Inconstance, best walk, 
trot and canter saddle horse, and Little 
Boy Perfect, in the pony class, under 12 
hands.

MRS. NANNIE CURRY KREBS IN- 
TENDED TO COWHIDE HIM. 


SHE HAD A WHIP WITH HER. 


But Pope Hod a Lawyer Dismiss His 
Suit Against Mrs. Krebs and 
She Missed Him. 


R. CG.’ Pope would probably have been 
given a warm reception if he had appeared 
Mm Judge Ferriss’ court Wednesday to 
prosecute his suit for an alleged indebted- 
ness of $2726 against Mrs. Nannie Curry 
Krebs. 

The frate defendant was on hand to de- 
fen dher case in more ways than one. 
She was armed with.a small raw-hide 
whip, which, she told her attorney, John J. 


O'Connor, she intended to use freely on the 
plaintiff for what, she termed, his presump- 
tion in bringing euit against her. 

Mrs. Krebs was Miss Nannie Curry when 
Pope filed his suit against her. He claimed 
that she had borrowé@d $2726 from him 
which she had refused to pay. Mré, Krebs 
tells ancther story. She says Pope kept 
company with her for a long time and 
wanted to marry her. She declares, how- 
ever, that she did not look with favor on 
his sult, preferring her present husband, 
Henry Krebs. She says that when she told 
Pope of her intention to marry Krebs he 
filed the suit against her without any 
ground for the proceeding, but simply to 
gratify his spite. 

His action didn’t cause her much worry, 
she saye, but she determined immediately 
to punish him if the opportunity should 
ever come to her. 

When she went to the courtroom Wedneés- 
day she was accompanied by her sister. 
Her attorney says both carried whips and 
were in a humor to use them. But he ad- 
vised them to let Pope go in peace and not 
to attack him. 

Pope concluded to dismiss the suit Tues- 
day afternoon and endeavored to induce 
the court to allow him to dismiss it then. 
He was informed that the prope? time to 
dismiss it was upon its call Wednesday 
morning. He said he did not want to ap- 
pear in court then, and was very nervous 
when he saw that he would be compelled to 
do so. When the case was called Wednes- 
day, an attorney whom he had retained 
dismissed the suit, saying he had decided 
not to prosecute it further.

NDPW YORK, May 17.—Prof. William 
Hale McEnree, 'M. D., one of the foremost 
authorities on therapeutics in the country, 
died this morning at his home in this city. 


He received a signal compliment last even- 
ing in the tender of the professorship of 
materia Medica in the Cornell Medical Col- 
lege with a salary of $10,000 a year. He 
Wus greatly elated by the news and his 
excitement is said to have developed @ 
long dormant trouble of the heart. 

Mr. McEnree was born in 1853. He was 
chosen professor of therapeutics in the 
New York University Medical School and 
organized the free dispensary at Bellevue 
Hospital. He wrote-a book on therapeu- 
tics which is a standard text book.

ERS ABOUT THE FAIR. 


WILL BE ON A GRAND SCALE. 


—_—_—_—_—_____—_——— 


Celebration of the Centennial of the 
Louisiana Purchase Will Excel in 
Grandeur All Preceding Fairs. 


Durnig ex-Gov. Francis’ recent visit to 
New York he spread some interesting and 
useful information in regard to the World's 
Fair to be held in St. Louis. To a reporter 
for the World he said: 


**We propose .to bold if St. Louls in 1903,"’ said 
former Gov. D. B. Francis of Missouri to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at the Waldorf-Astoria yester- 
day, ‘‘an international exposition or World's Feir 
to commemorate the one hundredth anniversary of 
the purchase by Thomas Jefferson from Napoleon 
of the Louisiana Territory. This exhibition will 
be upon a scale commensurate with the im- 
portance of the event which it will celebrate. 

“The Louisiana purchase was the greatest event 
in the history of this country after the Declara- 
tion of Independence. The territory comprised 
in it consists of fifteen States and two terri- 
tories, and at the time of the purchase was three 
times the area of the country. 

‘The development of this section of our coun- 
try is unparalleled in the history of the United 
States or of the world. The price paid by Jeffer- 
son was $15,000,000, and many a mine in the ter- 
ritory has within the past decade added more 
then that amount to the wealth of this country. 

‘*The Louisiana territory pow contains one-third 
of the population of the United Statesfi or 26,000,- 
000 people. It produces more than one-half of 
the corn, wheat and oats and live stock of the 
United States. 

‘**This exposition will be on a more elaborate ecale 
than the Chicago exposition. It will be itnernDa- 
tional in character, and not only every State in 
the Union, and every country on the Western 
Hemisphere will be represented, but every civ- 
ilized nation on the globe. 

‘We propose to raise $15,000,000, and with that 
amount we can arrange for the greatest — 
tion ever held. The citizens of St. Louls bave 
practically subseribed $5,000,000 to a World's Fair 
corporation. The second $5,000,000 will be obtained 
by an increase of the bonded debt of the city, 
and the third $5,000,000 we expect to secure from 
he Federal Government as a loan, to be returned 
before any of the $10,000,000 advanced by the 
city and citizens of St. Louts is repaid. 

“We think that tn this progressive age an in- 
ternational expostton shonld be held in the United 
Stutes at least once in every 10 years, as the ad- 
vances in science and the progress of the world 
generally justify, if not require, it. 

‘Furthermore, the United States occuples a dif- 
ferent position among the nations of the world 
from what she did five years ago, or even one 
year ago, and the people of other countries will 
flock here in much larger numbers than they did 
to the Columbian Exposition, or than they would 
have before our war with Spain.” 


WORK FOR WORTHY WOMEN. 


Success of the Provident Association’s 


Laundry. 

The business of the laundry of the St. 
Louis Provident Association for the past 
six months was considered Tuesday after- 
noon by the ladies interested in the man- 
agement. Reports of a gratifying character 
were received from every branch of the 
wore, 

The laundry was established to give em- 
ployment to needy women and to train 
women to be skilled laundresses. It has 
accomplished both purposes admirably. 
During ‘the past six months, 327 women 
have found employment there at a total 
compensation of $2524.21. It is estimated 
that 4205 days’ work have been given and 
156,97 pleces laundered. The laundry de- 
rives its support from 300 customers. 


BILL FOR MORE PATROLMEN. 


It Was Introduced by Alderman 
Sweeney and Coldly Received. 

A b:ll was introduced in the House of 
Delegates Tuesday evening by Mr. Sweeney 
authorizing an increase of the police force 
by the addition of 10 patrolmen. A motion 
to meet at 11 o’clock Wednesday to hurry 
the bill toward passage was defeated by a 
vote ef 18 to 10. 

Comptroller Sturgeon made an address te 
the House, asking it to delay action on 
Police Department matters until the gen- 
eral appropriation bill had been presented.

ALMOST TO THE PACIFIC. 


A THOUSAND MILES ABOVE FOR- 
MER HEAD OF NAVIGATION. 


The American Warship Caused Con- 
gternation by Her Boldness and 
Got One Consul in 

Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—The Navy De- 
partment has just received from Com- 
mander Todd of the Wilmington an inter- 
esting account of the remarkable voyage 
of an exploration of the Amazon River, 
made by that vessel in April last. The 
Wilmington was inetructed by the Navy 
Department to push on up the great river 
and ascertain how far it was navigable. 
Capt. Todd reports that he ascended to 
Yuquitos, in Peru, which is about 2100 miles 


up the river. This voyage was made, as 
he says, against an adveree current ave- 
raging three knots for the entire distance. 

Manaos, at the junction of the Rio Negro 
with the Amazon, has heretofore been re- 
garded as the head of navigation for steam 
vessels and from that fact it has grown to 
be a prosperous city of 40,000 inhabitante. 
Consequently the intention of Capt. Todd to 
ascend the river above that point caused 
consternation and in the end, as revealed 
by subsequent reports, led to some adverse 
demonstrations against the American Con- 
eul and against the native pilots, who as- 
sisted the Wtlmington’'s commander to 
make the voyage. 

Capt. ‘Tod succeeded, notwithstanding 
these obstacles, in ascending the river for 
1000 miles above Manaos and, had it not 
been for lack of fuel, he could have steamed 
about 300 miles further, be believes. As 
it was, the Wilmington, which entered the 
Amazon from the Atlantic ocean, was with- 
in about 400 miles of the Pacific and well 
into Peru before @ehe turned back

WET WEATHER HAS DELAYED 
FARMING AND PLANTING. 


CROPS ARE GENERALLY GOOD. 


In Some Places Cotton Has Suffered 
From Drouth, but These In- 
stances Are Rare. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—Reports on crop 
conditions were telegraphed to-day through 
the weather and crop service of the De- 
partment of Agriculture as follows: 

Mississippi—Copious rains Friday 


northern and central districts; greatly im- 
proved crop outlook; rain need over 
southern counties; crop conditions vary 
with location; cotton generally poor stand; 
much late cotton plowed up and replanted, 
some land being held; corn good stand, 
being worked out, but needs rain; gardens

THNNESSBE AND KENTUCKY. 

Tennessee—Except in southern portion ex- 
cess Of rain hindered plowing and planting, 
but warm, humid conditions induced rapid 
growth of vegetation; wheat heading low; 
oats growing well; early corn and cotton 
worked over; corn growing well, but cot- 
ton only fairly; Irish potatoes generally 
making good growth; tobacco plants gen- 
erally making good growth; tobacco planis 
plentiful, some transplanted; cut worms de- 
structive to young corn; meadows and pas- 
tures in fine condition; heavy damages from 
rain and hail in northern portion on 12th. 

Kentucky, Louisville—Work retarded by 
rain; very little planting done during week; 
tobacco plants ready to set and few have 
been put out, but dry weather is needed 
to prepare ground in most places; corn 
that is up is doing well; wheat is improv- 
ing; oats and rye doing well; pastures and 
meadows in good condition; fruit, except 
peaches and blackberries, very promising; 
gardens in splendid condition. 

Missouri—Frequent rains have prevented 
Planting and cultivation of corn in central 
and southern sections, and early flelds are 
very weedy, but in most northern counties 
work progressed favoraDly; excessive rains 
in extreme south washed up corn and 
flooded lowlands; wheat and oats growing 
rapidly; wheat heading in south; chinch 
bugs doing much damage in places; some 
cotton a poor stand. 

Illinois—Fairly favorable weather, too 
much rainfall in southern distr:cts delay- 
ing corn planting; pen | one-half crop 
in, and early planted a good stand general- 
ly, but some complaint of poor seed; oats 
growing nicely; rye heading and blooming; 
wheat heading, with decrease in condition 
over southern districts by Hessian fly; 
grasses, pastures, gardens and potatoes 
splendid. 

INDIANA AND NORTHWEST. 

Indiana—Coo! weather and frequent rains 
very favorable to growing crops, but heavy 
rains delayed plowing and planting; wheat 
made rapid growth, and is heading in south- 
ern portion; rye is heading also; tobacco 
plants growing well; oat elds, meadows 
and pasturage fresh and green; clover 
blooming; much corn planted; potatoes and 
some corn high enough for cultivation; 
fruit falling off much. 

Minnesota—Warm till lth, and very cold 
since 12th, with frost on 13th, but without 
injury; seeding wheat on from two to four 
days in Red River Valley, but large areas 
yet unseeded; showers, which retarded 
work in north, were beneficial everywhere. 
Karly sown spring wheat, oats and barley 
are stooling and doing very well; corn and 
potato planting progressing. 

Ilowa—Work retarded by wet and cloudy 
weather, but fair ge bevy has been made 
in plowing and corn planting; heavy storm 
Sunday will cause further delay in central 
and southern districts; week favorable for 
grass and spring grain crops. 

North Dakota—Wheat mostly all seeded, 
except In northern counties, where seeding 
is well umder way, cats, barley, and rye 
being sown, and ground prepared for flax 
and corn. But little damage done by frost, 
vegetation not being eufficiently advanced. 

South Dakota—Fore part of week growth 
of all vegetation was rapid; latter part 
was windy, rainy and cool, with heavy to 
killing frost Saturday in northeastern por- 
tion and light to theavy frosts in southeas:- 
ern portion; frost ype’ 4 to spring wheat 
generally considered only temporary and 
conducive to luxuriant siooling, but fruits 
and geome flehis of early oats are consid- 
ered permanently damaged in central and 
northeastern localities. 

NEBRASKA AND KANSAS. 

*“‘Nebraska—Dry, windy week, unfavorable 
for small grain and grass, but excellent for 
the advancement of farm work; wheat, oats 
and grass need more rain; corn- -planting had 
progressed rapidly and is nearing comple- 
tion in southern counties. 
Kansas—Favorable conditions in eastern 
and southern counties improving wheat, 
oats, corn and grass; early corn coming up, 
generally with good stand, and being culti- 
vated in central and southern counties;

RAIN IMPEDED FARM WORK. 
Notwithstanding Heavy Downpours 

Missouri Crops Made Good Progress. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 17.—The United 
States Department of Agriculture climate 
and i bulletin of the Weather Bureau, 
Missouri section, for the week ending May 
13, 1899, is as follows: 

Throughout the greater part of the State 
the week just closed was very unfavorable 
for farm work, owing to frequent and 
heavy rains, and corn-planting has been 
still further delayed, but growing crops 
have made good progress, except in a few 
counties, where low and flat lands have 
been covered with water. Over a maforit 
of the southern counties the total rainfall 
for the seven days ending with the 13th ex- 
ceeded 2 inches, and over the extreme 
southern counties it ranged from 4 to 6 
inches, very heavy downpours occuring in 
localities, washing out corn and Gooding 
lowlands. ‘Over the central and northern 
portions of the State the rainfall generally 
ranged from one-half inch to 2 Inches, Con- 
siderable damage was done by hail in a few 
counties. In most of the northwestern and 
some of the northeastern counties corn- 
planting progressed well, and in some lo-
